If as I think I may have I made a zeros of Oswald's notebook she'll be able to 
retrieve it rapidly. If not I have a drawer of copies of Oswald's writings from the 
records I got from the FBI. 

The only record of Oswald's phone calls in 1963 I recall is a slip taken from 
him by the Dallas police. The Coiruaission published it. There is an asaBsxzzaHrscaxiiZZ 
apociyijhal story by a switchboard operator of anotJier call. I don't recall tliat 
I made a separate copy of this slip but perliaps tlia index reflects it. 

I do not have a written critique of the House assassins under Sprague or 
makey but I do have a little correspondence. I can tell you that I warned Sprague 
that if he htjhaved like a prosecutor in the Congress he'd Iiave his throat cut. Ken 
Brooten was prcjsent aJid he p’noned me after it hapi:)ened, I thini: to call mo Merlin. 

Sprague never discussed the J5K ca»e with me and he turned me over to the Kiijg staff 
without dis<sussi-'g tiiiit case with jae. I was ^.ci-c once to see him, I'^/e forgotten why. 

Jin -uesar then was with me and he may r's-oall. Im*! sure I x-?ame<l Mn agalg because 
by tjie:'. it was clear th^t he began xiith a dubious preconception on tJie JMC case mid 
on %ng Was determined to support tlie official liiie. I'm sure tliat on tixLs Leaar will 
confirm my recollection because of his dealijigs vdth Oaer. Blakeif phoned and asked to 
come up T'ith in.s assistant counsel in chai'ge of the Ki;ig area, I told him of course 
but to remesnber that I had an obligation to Ray as his former investi^tor I would 
not. violate. He said he appreciated that and it mnade no difference. ^ knew Kiat 
was false but said notliing. Some time later lie wrote ijnd said he'd decided not to 
talk to mo about the Ray case. My response xps that his legislated responsibility, 
which in the earlier sta^ I'd had a hand indrafting, gave liim no obligation xvith 
regard to Ray md ch^gedJiim to investigate the King assassination. He didn't 
respond. ^ King conflxct. 

Thanfekf for the citations to refeeences to me. I'll check them some time. I am 
pretty sure Blakey never mentioned me in any of his orations. He wax? determined to 
put the critics down and to the best of my knowledge shied away from me in public.

I was forced to dictate it and ny wife was transcrilriLng it while I was drafting it. I 
did take just about all the hearings in by TV and radio. Prom the first I expected 
what hapijensd. I did not attend the sessions with the other critics.
